This dense and trackleaa area 
nearly fOOOflOO square nOles. will 
be studied bj experU from the 
IJnlled Nations educaUcm, actcntlflo 
and cultural organUatlon. 

They hope to collect Information 
not only to develop thia raat, un- 
known region but also to ImproTO 
Uving conditions tn other tropical 
areas. 

The scientists plan to set up an 
International Institute of the hy- 
leon (forested) Amazon, at Manaus, 
OraiU. In the center of the Amaton 

The Instllute Is being etCabUahed 
In cooperaUon with BraHJ, Colom- 
bia, Dollvla, Ecuador. Peru, Vene- 
luela, the United States and the 
mother countries of tho three Oul- 
anas — France, England and The 
Netherlands. 

A preliminary meeting was held 
last August at Belera. BraiJl, at the 
mouth of the Amaam. Tho cooperat- 
ing scientists now plan to meet for 
organkallon and financing of the 
IniUtute and mapping of their flnt 
imys of tlie region. ' ' 
They will gather at Tlnso Maria, 
Peru. April 30, tn the area where 
the mighty Amazon, called the 
world's greatest river, rises. Prom 
there they wU go northeastward 
Iqultoa. Peru. 

From Iqultos they plan to fly 
eastward Into Braill to Manaus 
where plans wlU be made for atudles 
to be carried out this year In geology, 
botany, anthropology, agriculture 
and Indian lite. 

UNESCO already has appropriat- 
ed 1100,000. biit continuing financial 
support la expected to come from 
Uif Interrsied countries.
